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Summary of News. 


The ship Jane, C. Maitland, from the Isle of France the 22d 
of Febraary, and Madras the 18th of April, arrived off Calcatta 
yesterday. A list of Passengers by her is given in the last sheet. 


The Mapras GovernMENT Gazette, received yesterday, 
states, (as will be seen by an extract amongst our Scelections,) 
that the Jucrana, when off Ceylon, sent a boat on board the Woop- 
FoRD, which, in retorning, unfortanately missed the vessel ; and 
althoagh the Juitana kept barning blue lights during the night, the 
beat had not made its appearance even the next morning. The 
Chief Mate of the vessel, it appears, and Captain Carter of the 
Bengal Establishment, with six Lascars were ia the Boat. 


It was reported on "Change yesterday, that the Boat had 
reached Point de Galle ; bat wefear there is no good foundation 
forthe ramanr. If the Madras Paper had stated, what part of 
Ceylon the Juctana was off, when the Boat was dispatched, we 
should have been better enabled to jadge of the probability of the 
report: asit is, wecan only hope it may be confirmed, 

This heing the last day of the month, we have taken the ep- 
portanity, white there is no immediate pressare of inteiligence, to 
gend forth the Iodex for the present volume, or last two months 
of the Jounnat.

The Greeks.—“ Marseilles, Oct. 18, 1822.—A pamber of 
French and German officers have lately returned here from the 
Morea. They all agree in rendering tribute to the heroism of the 
Greeks, but declare they were obliged to leave that peninsula 
from tho severe privations they underwent; having frequently 
had nothing more than a piece of black bread and a few olives to 
subsist upon for several days together. They relate that ona 
particular occasion, when a quantity of better provisions felj into 
their hands, the Greek soldiers decliped all participation, aod 
delivered them whelly overto the foreigners who had come to 
their assistance. They bad many rencounters with the Turks, in 
mostof which the latter evinced a considerable degree of cow- 
ardice, althongh better armed and equipped than their opponents, 
Daring the last few months upwards ofsix hundred French aad 
Germans have taken their passage from this port for the Morea; and 
thereare new upwards of 400 Germans on their way forthe same 





purpose, the first division of which has arrived here. The neces. . 


sary means for their journey are supplied by the subscriptions 
set on foot in these countries for the assistance of the Greeks, 
They usually embark in parties of 50 or 60, on board French 
vessels going to Smyrna or Odessa, and pay about 3!. 10s. each, 
besides laying in their owe provisions. In the event of their being 
caught by aTarkish eraiser landing passengers im the Morea, 
the captain produces regalar papers for an ulterior destination, 
and makes itappear that these passengers had entered them. 
sclyes for the same, bat on getting near the coast of Greece, they, 
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bad risen upon the crew, and compelled them to approach the 
Morea. 

“* A considerable nomber of Greek families have taken ree 
fage here, and some of them still retain their native costume. 


“ Daring the last few weeks considerable shipments of heavy 
artillery have taken place from this port and Toulon, for the fron- 
tiers of Spain. Ali the troops here are daily taking long marches 
into the country, in order to habituate themselves to a campaign, 
and they are under orders to march in fow days for the Pyrennees, 
These preparations for active warfare, joined to the change of the 
Cordon Sanitaire into acorps of observation, have caused a con- 
siderable sensation in this quarter ; but few express their senti- 
ments in favour of the measure; alllook with anxiety tothe Con- 
gress of Verona. If, however, the general sentiments of the people 
may be judged by those of the sonth of France, no measure could 
be more unpalatable to the French than a war with Spain, under 
existing circumstances. Meantime, such of the merchants ag 
have connexions with that country areendeavouring to draw their 
business asquickly as possible to a conclusion. 

“ Anumber of Piedmontese have lately arrived here, with the 
view of taking their passage for Spain, where they are received 
with open arms, and immediately enrolled into the Piedmontese 
Legion, now marching against the insurgents.”— Private Leiter — 
Glasgew Herald. 

Origin of Grog. — Until the time of Admiral Vernon, the British 
sailors had their allowance of brands or ram served out to them une 
mixed with water. This plan was found to be attended with incone 
venience on some occasions; and the Admiral, therefore, 
ordered that in the fect he commanded, the spirit should be mix 
ed with water before it was given to the men. This innovation, 
at first, gave great offence to the sailors, and rendered the come 
mander very unpopular. The Admiral, at that time, wore a grog. 
ram coat,°and was nicknamed “Old Grog.” This name was 
afterwards given to the mixed liqnor he compelled them to take; 
and it has since universally obtained the name of grog. 

French Trial by*Jury.—Of all the instraments of decep. 
tion and oppression, a perversion of thetrial by Jury is the 
worst; and of all the perversion of this mode of trial, the’ 
perversion in France is the most complete, In forming 
the thing! called a Jury in France, the Prefect, an officer’ 
appointed by and removeable at the pleasure of the Ministry, 
selects, at his own discretion, the names of 72 tersdns; From 
the list so formed, the President of the Royal Court, with the 
Procureur-General, or pablic prosecutor, strikes out 36 The 
accased then strikes out nine; the Procureur-General nine more, 
and of the remaining 18, the first twelve drawn from a yase are 
the Jury: two suppléants, or substitutes in case of need, are ad- 
ded from the remainder. The proceedings, therefore, may be 
thus summed up:—one officer of the Crown chooses 72 persons, 
out ef whom other Officers of the Crown reject 45; and the pri- 
soner nine. It is not necessary, moreover, thatthe Jury should 
be unanimous in condemnation ; a majority of eight to four ig 
sofficent in any case. Yeta body of mea so chosen is held up 
as a protection to the subject against the Judges chosen hy the 
Crown! The mischief of sucha state of things is, that instead of 
being a protection for innocence against corrupt Judges a 
body of men se chosen, is a protection for corrapt Judges against 
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public opiniénand pablic indignation, Judges have frequently a 
character to support ; they are at least marked men; and if they 
pervert justice for politieal purposes, they will geaerally have some 


regard to deceucy of the means in the pursait of the worst end, 
Buta packed Jury, brought together merely to perform one act 
of iniquity, feel no individual responsibility. They deliberate 


out of Court; the names of the dissentients are not known; tbey 
give their decision without assigning any reasons; they do their 


dirty work separate, and are forgotteu, That whichis best, is

have descrived, is the worst tastraument of 
cruelty and murder,—While such a system prevails ia France, 
we are fully warrauted ia Cousilering every persona execated for 
a political offence, as a persou killed directly by the raling faction 
for the support of their ill-gottea power It would bea gross 
abuse of terms, a wilfal misunderstanding of facts, to treat the 
fraudulent preceeding, with a packed Jury, as a legal trial, for 
the resu!t of whieh the Royal Family and the Ministers are not 
acvountable. With packed Juries, any faction which a combina- 
tion of despots forces upon France, can murder as many French- 
men asit pleases. It operates ata distance —bat it operates 
with certainty ; and it woald be as childish to make a difference 
between this and any other sort of violence, as to distinguish 
between the murderer who Jevels his victim with a rifle and him 
who uses adagger.—Happily for mankind, these delusions do not 
impose on the mass of the people. Jefferies is not the less exe- 
crated, and was not the less punished, because he perpetrated 
his cruelties through the mediam of Juries,—Again, we would 
warn the ruling faction in France, not to enter on the career of 
blood ; -we would warn them, ai feast, not to deceive themselves 
in thinking to deceive others, by shutting their eyes to the guilt 
which aceompanies judicial murders, and the punishment which 
may follow them.—Traveller.

From the Norwich Courier.—Inquest on the Body of Robdert 
Purdy.—We briefly narrated io our last journal the melancholy 
death of the above person, occasioned by a pugilistic contest with 
a man of the name of Grint, and which had its origin in a quarrel 
at a public house called the Marquis of Grauby,in Bishopsgate- 
street, in the evening of Monday, the 28th ult. The result of the 
inquest taken before William Bell, gent., one of his Majesty’s 
coroners for this city, assisted by Mr. Pilgrim, one of the country 
coroners, and attended by a most réspectable jary selected from 
different parishes, who sat on three several days examining more 
than 20 witnesses, was an unapvimous verdict of manslaughte 
against James Grint, who was committed to the city gaol, by vir- 
tee of Mr. Beil (the coroner’s warrant,)to take his trial at the next 
assizes, We understand that the circumstances which attended 
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the fatal affray were ofthe most barbarous and brata!l nature: 
the battle was not one of science, » ut of drunken ferocity, as was 
sufficiently narrated by the namerous witness to the tra: 
and its effects fully demonstrated by the evidence of Dr. Faver- 
man, the medical attendant on the occasion, who detailed with 
great minateness the injary which the deceased had suffered in 
the conflict. He said that the wind-pipe was beaten down quite 
flat, and the cartilaginous rings of that organ completely separa. 
ted into several parts: a considerable effasion of blood had taken 
place in the ocalar sabstance of the throat, and from the lethargic 
state of the deceased, no doubt was entértained by Dr. Fayer- 
man that extravasation in the brain had occurred from the 
tare of several vessels.

It is dificult to imagine how such ftor- 
midable injury could have ensued from blows fairly given, as the 
elasticity of the wind-pipe, we uaderstand, would eceasion the 
first to recoil; bat it was borne out of the evidence of witnessea 
to the transaction, that the deceased has received several severe 
throws in the coatest, which lasted for more than hour, during 
which periods upwards of 17 rounds were fought with great des 
peration. We cannot close our remarks on this shocking occur- 
rence Without calling the attention of the police to the nightly 
assemblaces of people of both sexes in those scenes of riot and 
dissipation called Aops, or low dances, at one of which this quar- 
rel arose, and which are a disgracetothe city. We are given 
to understand, that Pardy was brought back from the fight about 
ll o’clock on the night of the 28th ult, to the Marquis of Granby, 
public-house, in a state of insensibility, and that medival assis- 
tance was procured until his removal to his parents’ house, 24 
hours. after the injury bad been sustained. —Tings.

I have carried consternation and woe isto simple and honest 
bosoms, which I ought rather to have soothed and conforted. But 
here! where my eyes fall on the Great, on the Rich, on the Ope 
pressors of suffering Hamanity, or on bold and hardened Sianers—it 
is here, io the midst of these scandals,—that [ ought to make 
the holy word secoud in all its thunders, and place on one side of me, 
Death that threatens you, and the great God whois to judge us all, 
Tremble before me ye prond, disdainfal men, who listen tome! Trem- 
bie, for the abuse of favours of every kind which God has heaped on 
you! Think on the certainty of death ; the uncertainty ofits hour; how 
ter:ivle it will be to you! Think on final impenitence—on the last jndg- 
ment—on the small number of the elect—and above all, on eternity !’’— 
Now this at any rate w2san honest mau, and no bishopric-seeker.

BELLENDEN CASTLE OR SCOTTISH BRAVERY. 





Te the Editor of the Journal. 
Sir, 

T have always felt a pleasure at the production of a 
new Drama, for I have considered that species of writing as _re- 
sviting from philosophical views ef men and manners used to 
delineate the passions or follies of human nature. Such pro- 
ductions should therefore emanate from a mind well-stored with 
observation as well as highly gifted and occomplished in taste 
and literature. Itis not my intention according to the desire of 
the author in the text of his play to “ yell forth to him his evil 
deeds,” indeed I am more inclined to treat him with every 
mercy on account of his bumble rank and his evident inexperi- 
ence in dramatic composition. 

The Novel which in this instance has heen dramatised pos- 
sesses in the original those traits that so peculiarly interest in all 
the produtions of its celebrated author; but whatisa good story, 
displaying the manners of formertimes, will in many instances 
makea miserable Drama: for anless the characters and dia- 
logues are fit for dramatic exhibition there must be a failure. 


The Dramatizer has been most unhappy in hisselection; for 
of all subjects, the feuds arising from religious fanaticism are 
most unfitted for the stage, 


It is unnecesary and would be tedious to detail events so 
wellknown. The play and the dialogues are almost a regular 
transcript from the tale of Old Mortality; what is original is 
easily distinguished (to speak of it in the mildest way) by an ill- 
timed inflated style, 

I feel however that it is a duty due to the pabiic to say, that 
with every intention to view the piece ina favourable light, and 
with the atmost patience, endeavonring to develope the plot, 
while viewing it, still the ¢onfassion was so great, and the erents 
so wild and inconsistent, that I codld neither understand the end 
or object proposed: no moral principal was inculcated ; no folly 
was ridiculed; no display was made of poetry or eradition. I 
shall therefore tarn from a sabjeet which I cannot eontemplate 
with pleasure to the merits of the performers. 


The principle character was perform’d by Mr. Baguely, It 
was one peculiarly suited to the solemn appearance, declamatary 
style and sepalchral tones of this Gentlemen. 

Balfour, is a religious Fanatic whose reason is overwhelmed 
by Zeal in the cause inwhich he is engaged. The powers of bis 
mind destroy’d by prejadice, he is insensible to right or wrong 
and in pursuit of his object is regardless of the means by which 
he obtains it. Mr. Baguely, would have done ample justice to the 
part (for he is well adapted for such characters) if he had correct- 
edthe intolerable barbarism of provincial pronunciation. These 
cannot but have been noticed inthe words each “heach” arms 
‘* harms”, antient “hantient” with every word of a similar 
description; 

The part of Morton* one of considerable importance was 
performed by a Debutant, whether it proceeded from the na-

Blackmore who with his usual boldness and spirit did ample 
justice to the character. 

Lord Evandale, was performed by Mr. Hancock: this actor 
labours under peculiar disadvantages for his spare figure and 
emasculated voice, bat ill accord with what we would have ex- 
pected in the person of a sturdy Baron of the north. 


Mr. Malrton; was the Colonel Claverhouse of the evening. 
He possesses a good stage figure and With attention might qualify 
himself for a successful career upon the stage; but he wanted 
vigour and energy. He was rather the gay lisping Officer of 
the present day, than the bold relentless Soldier of former times, 

Mr. Morgan as, Caddie Edrick was humourous and anxious 
to please but his attempts at the Scotch dialect after the brilliant 
display that has been witness’d on these boards, is as a complete 
failare; still I was much pleased at his performance and consider 
hith an excellent prayer. 

Mr. Hatchinson successfally personated Major Bellendent 
butresorted rather too much to grimace which is quite unneces- 
sary to one who possesses theatrical talents. 


Mr. Comerford, was very happy as Proudtext. The Sen- 
try by Mr. Brown was well represented although he forgot his 
daty, 

Mrs. Francis, flattered through the part of Edith Bellenden 
and laboured to give interest tothe dull character she had to 
sustain: This was much to be regretted, as she possesses talents 
which ifthey were given fair scope would have been sure of 
commanding applause. 

Mrs. Haniland, as Jenny Dennison Was very, lively, rustic 
and amiable. She is almost always suceessful in the representation 
of bamble life, and on Friday night, she embellished‘the Cottage- 
and gave life to the iasipidity of the Scene. 

Upon a general review, the piece was respectably performed 
and tbe good humour of the audience gave a favourable reception 
to the play which was given out for representation for next 
Taesday night the 2th instant. 

The. Evening’s entertainment concluded with the well known 
Farce of the lying valet, 

Mr. Middleton, was particularly happy in the character of 
Sharpe, and promises to be very successful inthe line of broad 
Comedy. 

The Dandy was most admirably sastained by Mr, Tinpions 

The other charaeters were ably supported and the whole 
ooncladed amidst the plaudits of the house. 

I would recommend to performers who are so capable of ars 
riving at perfection as the Dam-Dum Corps Dramatique, to pay 
particular attention to pronunciation. When the ear is violated 
with harsh sounds, the fancy revolts and cannot be pleased, 
There is no part of their study so easily brought to perfection, and 
the want of it cannot therefore be excused, Attention shoald 
be particularly directed to the expulsion of the usarper H. who 
with them in this respect assumes the first place in situations 
ia which he should never appear, This is a leading fault, The 
provanciation of Episcopacy and Menaces was very grating to 
every correct ear, 








t Surely J. R. mast entirely forget the Tale of ‘* Old Merality,’’ or 
he would never call the Mason Betuenpen of Friday Evening, a sue- 
cessful personification of the spirited old veteran of the story. It wag 
the most tame and insipid performance we ever witnessed ; and wag 
about as like to the character drawn by the author, as it was to Her. 
cules: as for grimace, we saw nothing of it; in fact, the character res 
presented 'was that of old Lady Margaret Bellenden, in male attire,

wards of 12 lacs of Rupees. 


A Grab belonging tothe Imaum which had lately arrived from the 
Mauritius was lost at the same time, a hittle to the westward of Muscat, 
but we have not heard ber name.
